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HITTING TO END 


15-year-old jumped to his death from Bentall Centre

A teenager who racked up £500 
on his father’s credit card jumped 
to his death hours after telling 
his school he wanted to kill 
himself and was scared of going 
home. 

Joon Kyu Kim, 15, died after 
falling from the top floor of the 
Bentall Centre in Kingston on July 
17, 2014. 


Earlier that day he had told a 
teacher at Coombe Boys’ School in 
New Malden he was scared to go 
home and was going to kill himself 
as it would make his father 
“happy”. 

Despite the teacher talking to 
Kingston social workers and the 
boy’s father about the situation, 
the teenager was allowed to leave 
school at 4pm. An hour later, he 
jumped from the Kingston shop¬ 
ping centre. 

This week, a serious case review 
concluded Joon Jyu Kim’s death 


“was not predictable and so was 
not preventable”. 

The report, by social work con¬ 
sultant Susan Ellery, also revealed 
that Joon - referred to as Child B - 
had previously been subject to a 
child protection plan after it was 
found his father had hit him with a 
golf club in 2009. 

The previous violence was not 
thought to have contributed di¬ 
rectly to his death or to have 
caused his death, the report added. 

It said: “Child B said that it was 
normal for children to be hit in 


South Korea, and that his uncle 
and aunt also hit him. 

“He said he felt safe at school.” 

Joon’s father told a social worker 
that in Korea a particular kind of 
wooden stick was used to punish 
children, and that he had used a 
golf club as a substitute, the report 
said. 

But it added: “He [Joon] wanted 
the hitting to end and to live a nor¬ 
mal life, described as going home, 
having dinner and watching TV.”

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Mini-Holland project costs rise

The cost of Kingston’s £33m 
mini-Holland cycling project 
is skyrocketing, with the first 
phase now coming in at more 
than double the original 
estimate. 

Last week, the Portsmouth 
Road project was approved by 
the council at an increased 
fee of £3.26m, instead of the 
original £1.4m estimate. 

The council was forced to 
drastically redesign its first 
phase plans earlier this year 
when they were branded un¬ 
safe by cycling groups and 
residents, who complained 
that segregation did not go 
far enough. 

The redesigns, which in¬ 
creased segregation from 20 
per cent to 85 per cent, were 
widely praised and project 
managers assured the 
Kingston Guardian the phase 
would not exceed the budget. 

But this week Kingston 
Council said in order to deliv¬ 
er the scheme specified in the 
bid document, and to accom¬ 
modate the fully-segregated 
two-way cycle track, costly 
structural alterations be¬ 
tween Portsmouth Road and 
Queen’s Promenade would 
now be necessary. 

Despite the extra cost 


councillor Richard Hudson, 
lead member for capital, pro¬ 
jects and contracts said the 
increased segregation was 
essential. 

He said: “Just this week an¬ 
other person lost their life cy¬ 
cling on London’s roads. 

“We must do whatever we 
can to protect cyclists and 
make them feel safer while 
recognising the need to share 
space with other road users. 

“Painting white lines on 
tarmac is not enough. 

“It is only by delivering in¬ 
novative highway schemes 
that we will make a real 
difference.” 

In further complications for 
the mini-Holland scheme, 
Thames Water is now de¬ 
manding more than £lm in 
order to build the second 
phase of the project on land 
owned by the company. 

The proposed cycle link be¬ 
tween New Malden and 
Raynes Park runs over four 
major pressurised water 
pipes, known as the New 
Malden Pipe Track, and 
Thames Water wants the 
money to carry out an inves¬ 
tigation into the impact of 
the cycle scheme. 

Public consultation on the 
New Malden link was due to 
start on June 20. However, 
this has now been postponed 

The devastation that can 
occur if one of these pipes

bursts was seen on June 19 
when New Malden town cen¬ 
tre was completely flooded 
after a leak. 

Coun Hudson said: “ I am 
extremely angry with 
Thames Water. 

“They want to dig six bore 
holes at a cost of £30,000 each 
to see if their pipes need 
repairs. 

“They have told us that the 
worst case scenario they 
might want up to £1.87m from 
us and honestly that would 
just kill the scheme.” 

A meeting with Cycling 
Commissioner Andrew 
Gilligan, Kingston Council 



and Thames Water will be 
held on July 20. 

Thames Water has yet to 
comment.

Father: 1 did not know 
how to express my love’

Joon, originally from South 
Korea, had been living in the 
UK with his brother and fa¬ 
ther since he was six. 

On the eve of his death, 
Joon’s father, a builder and 
heating engineer who was in 
financial difficulty, discov¬ 
ered his son had stolen £500 
to cover his online gaming 
addiction. 

The report stated: “Child B 
knew that he had let down his 
brother, as well as his father, 
in the context of a society 
that expects high standards 
of obedience and duty from 
children to parents. 

“It seems likely that it was 
knowing that he had to face 
the anger and/or disappoint¬ 
ment of both his father and 
his brother, that made Child 
B feel he could not face re¬ 
turning home.” 

The report also quoted Mr 
Kim as having said: “Raising 
him, I did not know how to 
express my love and give him 
a sense of peace and 
protection.” 

Joon was later placed on a 
child in need plan in 2010, but 
this was closed the following 
year despite a social worker 
witnessing Joon being hit 
over the head with a wooden 
spoon through the window 


during an unannounced 
visit. 

It added: “Child B’s father’s 
parenting style was well-in¬ 
tentioned. He wanted the best 
for his sons, for them to have 
a better life than he had 
had, to be high academic 
achievers, well-behaved and 
responsible. 

“He seems to have found 
lone parenting a struggle.” 

Joon’s father declined to 
comment. 

Deborah Walls, executive 
headteacher of Coombe Boys’ 
School, said: “This was a trag¬ 
ic event, which has affected 
everyone in our school com¬ 
munity, and we appreciate the 
support we have been given 
during this difficult time. 

“I am pleased that the Local 
Safeguarding Children Board 
and the many agencies in¬ 
volved in the Serious Case 
Review have looked so care¬ 
fully at the circumstances 
surrounding his death and if 
anything could have been 
done to prevent it. 

“It is reassuring that the re¬ 
port confirms that the school 
acted appropriately and that 
Child B’s death was not pre¬ 
dictable or preventable. 

“My thoughts are with his 
friends and family at what 
will be a difficult time for 
them all.”

A man is still in a critical condi¬ 
tion in hospital after being beaten 
with a baseball bat close to a New 
Malden school. 

The 37-year-old victim was 
attacked with a bat and other 
weapons in Dickerage Lane, close 
to Kings Oak Primary School, at 
3.20pm on June 22 as children 
were leaving to go home. 

Cathy Clarke, headteacher at 
Kings Oak Primary School, said:

“The timing was unfortunate as 
it occurred as parents and carers 
were picking up their children at 
the end of the day. This means un¬ 
fortunately some of the children, 
as well as their parents and car¬ 
ers, did witness the incident.

“The school has worked closely 
with the council in responding to 
this. We offered counselling to 
both children and adults the fol¬ 
lowing day. I spoke to all the chil¬ 
dren in an age-appropriate way 
during assembly. 

“We discussed how violence is 
not an acceptable way to resolve 
arguments. We talked about the 
good work the police do and I re¬ 
assured children that school is a 
perfectly safe place for them to be. 


“I am pleased to say that the 
children and the wider school 
community have responded in the 
resilient and supportive way I 
have come to expect.” 

Police want to talk to two men - 
Jake Davies-Gaynor, 24, and 27- 
year-old Joshua Michael Tobert - 
in connection with the assault. 

Detective Sergeant Chance 
Rowan of Kingston police said: 
“There were a number of people 
in the area at the time of this as¬ 
sault who may have seen what 
happened. I would urge anyone 
who has seen these two men, or 
knows where they are, to contact 
police immediately.” 

Two other men were arrested on 
suspicion of GBH and have been 
bailed until the beginning of 
September.

• On busy or narrow roads do not cycle

These are just some of the rules 
children who ride on roads should 
know. Young cyclists need to learn 
what road signs mean, how to deal with 
roundabouts and understand when to 
give way. If you have time, read through 
the Tales of the Road booklet with your 
child.

CYCLING needs to be encouraged - 
it’s green, healthy and fun and it helps 
children to become independent. 

However, in 2010, 168 cyclists 
aged 0-1 I were killed or seriously 
injured on Britain’s roads, so it’s 
vital that seven-1 I -year-olds learn 
how to stay safe on a bike. 

Helping your child stay safe 


• Ask your school or Local 
Authority about cycle training in your 
area. Your child shouldn’t cycle on 
roads until they have been trained. 

• Check your child’s bike to see if it’s 
roadworthy: look at brakes, tyres and 
lights/reflectors (when riding at dusk 
or at night you must have white front 
lights and red back lights and reflector) 

• Make sure the bike is the right size for 
your child 

• When out driving, teach your child 
about roundabouts, traffic lights and 
pedestrian crossings 

• Find out where local cycle paths and 
lanes are 

• Make sure your child wears a helmet 
that fits and is worn correctly, it should 
not be pushed too far back on the head 

• Ensure your child wears some high- 
visibility clothing when cycling 

• When out and about with your child 
look at cyclists and talk about how easy 
they are to see 


Remember that if you cycle yourself 
you should set a good example. 


The basics of cycling safety 


These are all covered in detail in the 
Tales of the Road booklet of which 
your child should have a copy. 

• Look behind before you turn, 
overtake or stop 

• Use arm signals before you turn right 
or left 


Boost your skills for a life in the saddle 


MAKE sure that you feel 
confident of your ability to 
ride safely on the road. Be sure 
that 

• you choose the right size and type of 
cycle for comfort and safety 

• lights and reflectors are kept clean 
and in good working order 

• tyres are in good condition and 
inflated to the pressure shown on the 
tyre 

• gears are working correctly 

• the chain is properly adjusted and 
oiled 

• the saddle and handlebars are 
adjusted to the correct height. 

It is recommended that you fit a bell 
to your cycle. 


You MUST 

• ensure your brakes are efficient 

• at night, use lit front and rear lights 
and have a red rear reflector. 

Cycle training can help both children 
and adults, especially those adults 
returning to cycling to develop the 
skills needed to cycle safely on today’s 
roads. A new national cycle training 
standard has been developed which 
the Government is promoting and 
making funding available for delivery in 
schools. 

All cyclists should consider the 
benefits of undertaking cycle training. 
For information, contact your local 
authority.

Kids are being encouraged to get 
muddy and play outdoors thanks to 
a collaboration between a laundry 
detergent, a BBC television 
presenter who lived for many years 
in south London and a pair of heroes 
from children's literature who lived 
in Bexley. 

Sidcup illustrator Quentin Blake, 
82, is working with the estate of 
author Roald Dahl on Persil's My 
Messy Adventure. 

It is being fronted by broadcaster 
and mum-of-two Gabby Logan, who 
used to live in Kew. 

Gabby, 42, said: "It's a lovely 
alignment between Persil and Roald 
Dahl and Quentin Blake. 


"It is a way of utilising the tablets 
and the iPads and all the things that 
kids want to play on now and 
getting them outdoors as well and 
being creative, getting muddy and 
dirty and being in a more 
imaginary and creative setting. 

"Each story that evolves will be 
unique because it will have that 
child's input in terms of pictures and 
words and options that they can 
choose from. 

"It is a lovely way of getting kids to 
go outside and do something 
different that involves the amazing 
Roald Dahl. 

"The style of the story is 
recognisable immediately as Roald 


Dahl and the end product is a book 
that's unique to them." 

"It is one of the greatest ever 
authors - nevermind children's 
authors - and trying to get kids to 
be more active in their outdoor play 
and get dirty not be scared to be 
outside and discover what's out 
there. 

"It's a lovely way of doing that." 

And it turns out Gabby is the 
perfect person to discuss the author, 
who lived in Hurst Road, Bexley, in 
the 1920s and 1930s. 

As well as reading his books as a 
child, Gabby has seen every stage 
adaptation, every film and even 
took a Roald Dahl adaptation to the 


Edinburgh Festival as a student. 

"I'm a bit of a buff really," she said. 

"In fact, I keep getting asked to go 
on Mastermind so it could be my 
Mastermind topic." 

Since moving away from Kew, 
where she lived for many years with 
ex-Rugby international player 
husband Kenny Logan, Gabby has 
been near to the Roald Dahl 
museum, where she has taken her 
children, nine-year-old twins Lois 
and Reuben. 

Lois even goes to the school that 
Roald Dahl's grandchildren went to. 

Gabby said she loved reading 
Dahl's works to Lois and Reuben. 

She said: "I love reading out loud 


and I love putting accents on for 
them and bringing it to life a bit. 
Now they don't like me doing that, 
they find it embarrassing. 

"I genuinely loved reading Roald 
Dahl. I always think if a book comes 
off the page as easily as that then it 
must be such special writing. 

"David Walliams [who grew up in 
Merton] has got a skill like that as 
well. His books read very well out 
loud. It may be that he's a performer 
that he's able to do that." 

When it comes to illustrating 
Roald Dahl's works, there's always 
one name that springs to mind: 
Quentin Blake. 

Perhaps most well-known among 


Blake's illustrations for more than 
300 children's books, as well as his 
own works, are the 18 he did with 
Dahl and he's back for this project 
with Persil. 

Gabby said: "For Quentin Blake to 
get involved in this is fantastic. How 
amazing to get him contributing to 
this." 

Gabby Logan is working with 
Persil who has partnered with the 
Roald Dahl estate to encourage 
children to go on an outdoor 
adventure with 'My Messy 
Adventure,' a completely new and 
totally interactive Roald Dahl story 
powered by the outside world. Free

New figures show that house sellers 
are refusing to drop their asking 
prices, as they know the demand for 
property is increasingly exceeding 
supply. Discounts on properties 
have now slumped to a five-year 
low, writes Anna Francis. 

This data, from property website 
Zoopla, demonstrates how dramati¬ 
cally the demand for housing across 
the country is overtaking the supply. 
Buyers have been encouraged by 
low interest rates and a strong econ¬ 
omy, and are looking to get their 
hands on a property as quickly as 
possible, regardless of whether they 
can get a discount on the asking 
price or not. 

Since the general election in 
May, ending Ed Miliband's plan to 
introduce mansion tax, there has 
been a surge in the British property 
market, with asking prices in the 
capital currently up by 17 per cent. 

The study by Zoopla found that 
the average house advertised online 
in May had only seen its price 
reduced by 6.05 per cent - the low¬ 
est since comparable records began 
in August 2010. 

Figures released last week showed 
that the number of houses currently 
on the market is currently at the 
lowest levels it's been at since 
records were started, back in 1978. 
According to The Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, the majority of 
UK estate agents only marketed 52 
properties per branch in May. 

Lawrence Hall, from Zoopla, said: 


"Buyers may be disheartened by the 
decrease in the typical discounts on 
offer, but can take cheer from the 
fact that almost a third of houses 
are listed today below their original 
asking price. 

"This means that despite ever- 
increasing house prices, there is still 
room for some good, old-fashioned 
negotiating. On the flip side, 
vendors can be pretty confident of 
achieving close to their initial asking 
price." 

Despite the lower discounts 
on asking prices, nearly a third of 


properties on the market have had 
their asking price reduced once 
or more since they were originally 
listed. It has been claimed that the 
total of these discounts adds up to 
over £2bn. 

According to the research, houses 
prices are most likely to be reduced 
in northern areas of the country. In 
Barnsley, Rotherham, and Preston 
nearly half of properties have been 
discounted, and in Blackpool the av¬ 
erage price reduction is 10 per cent. 

New Milton has the smallest aver¬ 
age reduction, at 4.78 per cent, fol¬ 


lowed closely by Milton Keynes at 
4.99 per cent, and Northampton at 
5.03 per cent. The average property 
on the market is listed at 93.95 per 
cent of its original asking price. 

This current trend of rising prices 
may well continue, as mortgage 
lenders are offering lower interest 
rates on loans, even though the 
Bank of England said it would be 
looking to increase interest rates 
soon. 

High property prices are sparking 
concerns that housing is becoming 
less affordable across the country, 


particularly for those looking to buy 
their first home. Government 
schemes such as Help to Buy 
are meant to help those who may 


struggle to get onto the property 
ladder, but experts fear they may 
actually just continue to drive up 
prices.

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What's new? Jaguar's F-Type is the 
best sports car to come from the 
British brand in decades, but that 
hasn't prevented them from trying 
to make it better. For the 2016 
model year, there are some visual 
and mechanical tweaks but most 
significantly it is available with a 
manual gearbox for the first time. 

Elsewhere, all F-Type models now 
have an electro-hydraulic power 
steering system like that of the XE 
saloon, and four-wheel-drive is now 
available on S and R versions of the 
F-Type, although the six-speed 
manual is two-wheel-drive only. 

Looks and image: A beautiful car 
to look at, and unusually more so in 
Coupe than in Roadster form, the 
F-Type needed next to no changes 
in order to make it look good. So 
unless you choose the 4WD version 
which gets a re-profiled bonnet, 
you're getting the same svelte and 
modern shape. It's very colour- 
sensitive, especially with the new 
options packs and several alloy 
wheel designs, but you'd have to 
work hard to produce an unsightly 
F-Type. Those looks are a big part of 
the F-Type's racy image, as well 
as the fact that they aren't too 
commonplace on the roads. 

Space and practicality: The 
F-Type remains a strict two-seater 
and with much of the front end 
occupied by a selection of sizeable

engines, so the space available is 
relatively modest. The centre con¬ 
sole has been re-jigged to give 
more room for your left arm to 
change gear on the manual model 
which is a help, and although it's 
snug inside, even taller drivers can 
get comfortable. Better still, the 
Coupe has a decent boot with 315 
litres available. 

Behind the wheel: Even the most 
sensitive of palms will struggle to 
feel the change to an electric power 
steering system; it's still super¬ 
sharp and responsive and main¬ 
tains the F-Type's lively character. 
The manual gearbox is definitely 
the choice for the enthusiast, as it 
shifts quickly and with great ease 



while the pedal positioning is good 
for those who like to heel-and-toe. 

But it is the blend of these ele¬ 
ments that makes the F-Type so 
much fun. Sure, the monstrously 
powerful R model is a complete 
hoot, but the S is plenty fast; there's 
375bhp on offer, enough to blast to 
62mph in 5.5 seconds and all ac¬ 
companied by an outrageous rasp 
from the exhaust that hardly seems 
legal. It's difficult to drive without a 
large grin appearing on your face. 

Value for money: There's plenty 


of competition for the F-Type even 
at around £60,000 for a version like 
this, but you get lots of kit for the 
money. Even the standard V6 model 
gets 18-inch alloy wheels and part- 
leather cabin, while this S model 
adds important stuff like the adap¬ 
tive suspension, limited slip differ¬ 
ential and the all-important active 
sports exhaust. There's plenty of 
scope for going crazy with the op¬ 
tions list but the S version has a lot 
of the crucial kit for a reasonable 
premium over the standard car.

Forgotten 
man sees 
the light 

Richard Jolly might only be 
32 years old, but it took a sea¬ 
son of anonymity to tempt 
him back to the football field, 
writes Stuart Amos.
